COWES, Feb. 1.—With grand, yet mourn- 
ful, display of naval pomp and power, the 
body of Queen Victoria was borne this 
afternoon from its quiet resting place in 
Osborne House to Portsmouth, through a 
double 10-mile line of war ships. 

Not since Admiral Cervera’s ships lit up 
the Cuban coast with their self-consuming 
fires has. anything been seen which, in 
tragic splendor, approached the naval spec- 
tacle of today. The half hundred red fight- 
ing ships that this afternoon fired their 
broadsides and minute guns were inferior 
in strength to the force gathered in the 
same waters for the jubilee celebration, but 
the lack of formidableness was fully atoned 
_for by the solemnity of this fleet in mourn- 
ing. 

Over the still waters, between the roll of | 
the six-pounders, came strains of Chopin's 
and Beethoven's funeral marches,

Alumni Society Will Make an Effort to

Feb. 7, whether anything practical could 
be done by those interested to prevent the 
municipal authorities from carrying out the 
present plans. 

Dr. Norvelle Wallace Sharpe presided at 
the meeting and Dr. John Green, Jr., was 
secretary. Drs. Fischel, Newman, Merrill, 
Morfit, Boislinere and Clopton were also 
present. So were Prof. William Trelease of 


Shaw’s Garden and several architects, in- 
cluding Messrs. Ittner, Bulkley and Kirch- 
ner. ulldi Commissioner Longfellow 
was present in response to an invitation 
from Drs, vold, Homan and Falk, who 
called Thursday night’s special meéting. 
He explained that under an  ordinanve 
passed recently appropriating the money 
now in the hospital fund, five buildings are 
to be built on the site of the old City 
Hospital, others to be added as soon as 
the extra money bécomes available. 

The doctors present thought that the 
construction of an entire hospital on the 
old site would not be the pro thing. 

‘Yhey favored the establishment of an 
emergency hospital 6n the site of the old 
one and recommended the erection of the 
main hospital near the Insane Asylum. 
One doctor said that the cityrowned a piece 
of ground near the asylum that could be 
utilized for that purpose.

PITTSFIELD. Mass., Feb. 1.—A mystery,

the Richardson Christmas eve tragedy at 
Savannah, Mo., is the Fosburgh murder and 
its sequel. 

Five months ago May Fosburgh, daugh- 
ter of a wealthy family, was killed. Her fa- 
ther, brother and sister say a burglar mur- 
dered her. Two thousand citizens hunt for 
days to find the wretch who fired the shot. 
No murderer jis found; the pollee appear 
baffled: the case seems about to de put 
on the list: of unsolved mysteries, whnen— 
the brother of the dead girl is arrested 
on an indictment for manslaughter. 

All his family say he is innocent; the 
neighbors believe he is innocent. -His char- 
acter, like ‘that of the other members of 
the family, has been above suspicion. His 
father says he will spend every cent he has 
to prove his son's innocence. The indict- 
ment shocks the community in which the 
Fosburghs ,live. 

One man procured the indictment—Chief 
of Police Nicholson. He was the principal, 
if not the. only witness before Ahe grand- 
jury. He®mustyehave produced some evi- 
dence to, warrant an indictment. What was 
the evidence? In justice to young Fosburgh 
why did it take five: months to bring the ac- 
cused to court? Why will it take till next 
July to try him? Why manslaughter and not 
murder?

ASKS FAIRNESS TO CHINESE 


ARE NO WORSE THAN LABORERS 
OF OTHER COUNTRIES. 


The Banquet Was Attended by Four 
Senators and Fifteen Congressmen, 
Many of Whom Responded 
to Toasts. 


BALTIMORE, Mda., Feb. 1.--The annual 
banquet of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association last night brought to- 
gether a large number of distinguished men, 
among whom were four.United States sen- 
ators and a dozen or more congressmen 
and nearly all the prominent officials of the 
State of Maryland. The Chinese minister, 
Wu Ting Fang. was the chief guest, and 
his personality aroused the greatest inter- 
est, as did also his repsonse to the toast, 
“Our International Relations With China.”’ 

Senator ‘Daniel of Virginia discussed 
“Commerce and the Nicaraguan Canal.”’ 
Senator Thurston of Nebraska talked about 
“The Broadening Horizon of National 
Duty.”’ Senator Burrows of Michigan told 
of ‘“‘National Financial Problems."' Senator 
Culberson of Texas spoke of ‘The Common 
Interests of Baitimore and the Southern 
States," aml, Prof. Walter Wyckoff of 
Princeton University discussed ‘Industrial 
Progress.”’ 

Minister Wu took notes during the early 
responses, his pencil being noticeably rapid 
during @ passage in Gov. Smith's speech, in 
which that official referred to the acquisi- 
tion by this country of the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, and possibly. of Cuba and a 
“slice of China.’’ 

Miuyor Hayes follawed Gov. Smith and 
made a hit with Minister Wu by saying: 

“I don’t agree with the governor. We 
don't want any part of China,”’ which sen- 
timent the Chinese minister vigorously ap- 
plauded, 

Senator Daniel, after fully discussing the 
problems connected with the completion of 
the Nicaraguan canal, declared that his 
vote will always be recorded against ‘“‘the 
partition of the Chinese empire in any way 
or manner whatsoever,’’ at which senti- 
ment Minister Wu clapped his hands. 

A moment later he appeared equally well 
pleased when the Virginia senator launched 
a vigorous phillippic against the looting of 
Chinese cities, towns and villages in the 
name of Christianity. 

Senator Thurston followed and declared 
that having the Philippines we were bound 
to keep them and that it is our constitu- 
tional duty to govern them as a part and 
parcel of the United States. He asserted 
that any person who encourages the revo- 
lutionists in the Philippines is a traitor to 
his country. 

Minister Wu followed Senator Thurston. 
He said, in part;: 

“IT am wiser now that if I had spoken 
early. There seems to be a difference of 
opinion on the Nicaraguan canal question. 
I am glad to hear your governor is a far- 
mer. In my country we have four great 
classes, the second of which is the farmer, 
the fourth is the merchant. As a foreign 
diplomat I know nothing of your politics 
and I am not here to approve or con- 
demin your system of government. I am 
told that your a is considering the 
question of calling an extra session of 
the Legislature to disfranchise—whom? 
Not the Chinese, for they are already. dis- 
franchised, but the illiterate and the 
Chinaman is not illiterate. 

‘We neither ask nor expect special fa- 
vors. We ask only that the Chinese who 
come here should be treated exactly as 
other foreigners are treated. There is no 
reason to fear that the four hundred mil- 
lion Chinese will ever immigrate here. 
‘ine fear that this country will be flooded 
by Chinese is absurd. Why do you single 
out my countrymen in your preventive 
measures when you permit the laborers of 
all other countries to enter your 
boundaries? 

“The evil of opium smoking is urged 
against us. We have vainly tried to break 
it up in China. You have it in your power 
to prevent it here. The importation of 
opium could be prevented here; if you do 
not prevent it you will suffer as we do. 
The remedy. so far as this country is con- 
cerned, is in your hands, not ours. We 
cannot, for gem reasons, prevent it 
there, but if I understand under your laws 
you can prevent it here if you wish to do 
80. 
“If you want to -extend your trade in 
China, study our ways and meet our re- 
quirements. Our merchants are proverbi- 
ally honest. Study our methods and con- 
form to them. The commercial interests 
of your nation and of mine desire that

PROBATIONARY LAW. 


The proposed probationary law which the Missouri Legis- 
Idture will be asked to enact is a measure of humanity. 

The bill as drawn provides for a probationary officer in 
cities having a population of 100,000 or more, whose duty it 
shall be to investigate the social environment, past conduct 
@nd general character of juvenile offenders. 

Compartments or places of incarceration are provided re- 
moved from those of other prisoners under arvrect. 

Should the circumstances of the case justify, the young 
offender, instead of being sent to the workhouse or the jail 
or other place of confinement where his criminal propensi- 
ties may be cultivated, will be put on probation under the 
eye of the probationary officer.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—John R. G. Pitkin, 
former postmaster of New Orleans, whose 
alleged authorship of ‘‘Love and Politics” 
résulted -in his resigning his office today in 
this city, gave out his first statement of the 
part he took in writing the book. 

“In the first place,’’ said the major, “I 
want to charge that I have been the vic- 
tim of a conspiracy. I will admit that a 
part of the teok which I am accused of 
writing was written by me, but I am not 
the author of ‘Love and Politics.’ Mfrs. 
Van Slingeriand, who was later my pécre- 
tary, sent my manuscript to New’ York 
There it was taken up by somé person. 
who padded it outrageously, making re- 
fiections on men in public lifé and chang- 
4ng the story into a noveY of passion. I 


wrote the small part of/the novel at the 
request of Mrs. Van Slitgerland. 

“I first met her in New Orleans 13 years 

o. I did not meet her again until, 1897 
when I found her M Washington. She had 
opened a boarditig house in Washington 
and told me that if I could write a short 
story she wo sellit. To give the woman 
@ start I wr6te the story which was later 
perverted Mito ‘Love and Politics.’ 


Thought Her Deserving, 
Not Designing. 

“J gave Mrs. Van Slingerland the story, 
requesting that she have it copied and re- 
I believe that she was 
@ deserving and not a designing woman. 

“Later I was appointed postmaster of 
New Wrieans. Mrs. Van Slingerland wrote 
to me frum Jersey City that she was almost 
destitute. She begged for work, threatening 
suicide unless something was done for her. 
I needed a private secretary, and I a 


* pointed her. 


‘Not until October last did I know that 
Mrs. Van Slingerland had procured —— 
belonging to me, and was trying to dispose 
of them to poiiticians and newspapers. On 
Oct. 1 she demanded $3000 from me for cer- 
tain papers of mine which she said she held. 
I dismissed her at once. Then came the 
pu lication of the book. I wrote to Wash- 
ngton that I would resigh my office be- 
cause of the notoriety into which I had 
been brought. Then came other charges 
against me by Mrs. Van Slingerland. Then 
I insisted that my resignation be accepted. 

“My next step was to begin: proceedings 
ss Mrs. Van Slingerland, charging her 
with attempted blackmail. She has writ- 
ten 12 letters, all of which are in my pos- 
session, demanding money and threatening 
to ruin me unless I granted her requests,

Administration Will Not Ac- 
cept Her Constitution. 


TWO TRUSTS WILL OPPOSE IT 


AN ABSOLUTE PROTECTORATE 
WILL BE INSISTED UPON. 


Cubans Will Not Submit to This and 
a Possible Armed Revolt Is Said 
to Be a Possibility of the 
Near Future. 


Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Neither Presi- 
dent McKinley nor thé sugar and tobacco 
trusts will permit the acceptance of the 
Cuban constitution as written by the Cu- 
bans. The trusts named are fighting open- 
ly and boldly against the constitution, 
which wowd place their interests subject 
absolutely to Cuban legislation. 

The Administration is openly promoting 
the Adea of a United States protectorate, 
a Arotectorate that will guarantee to this 


Aountry: 


1. A naval base. 

2. Provision for permanent garrisons. 

8. The right to control the public debts 
and credits. 

4. The right to pass upon—to approve or 
repeal—all treaties with foreign powers. 

No one in Washington, not even the ad- 
ministration, believes the Cubans will ac- 
cept this as a fulfillment of the United 
States’ promise that “the people of Cuba 
are, and of right ought to be, free and in- 
dependent,"’ and the gravest complications 
may follow. 

That President McKinley is absolutély 
committed to this policy there is no doubt. 
With him are such Republican Senaters 
as Hanna, Platt of Connecticut, Aldrich, 
Allison, McMillan and Fairbanks. 

Although it has been announced that the 
President will send the Cuban constitution 
to Congress as soon as he receives it the 
ablest lawyers in the Senate contend that 
Congress has no power to deal directly with 
that document because the Supreme, Court 
in the Neely case specifically declared Cuba 
& foreign country and that as such it ts 
privileged to make its own laws. 

However, the United States obtained free- 
dom for Cuba, and these Senators contend 
that this should entitle this country to some 
special privileges. Congress, they say, can 
declare when military occupation of the isl- 
and shall cease and can insist that the 
necessary guarahteés for the special priv- 
ileges shall be inserted in the constitution. 

he program is that Cuba shall be ‘‘ad- 
monished’’ by resolution or in some similar 
way that it would be well to make in the 
fundamental law the four provisions for 
the United States relating to naval base, 
garrisons, public debts and foreign treaties. 

It is not expected that the Cuban pa- 
triots will submit to this ‘‘admonishment.” 

Men who are informed of the situation 
expect that Cuba will issue a bold defiance 
= that it may be necessary to chastise 
Army officers and civilians who aré re- 
turning from Cuba tell of the unrest that 
prevails there. The masses of Cubans are 
dissatisfied. They have convinced them- 
selves that it was not the United States 
that freed Cuba. but the Cubans. They 
say the United States came in when the 
war with Spain was practically over and 
merely helped. 

If these Cubans should attack the United 
States forces the situation would be im- 
mensely simplified, from an administration 
viewpoint.
